Damaged submarine sinks, traps Russians in icy waters 


Crew might suffocate 
as air turns {xjisonous

Some 350 feet below the sur- 
face of the icy Barents Sea, 100 or 
more Russian sailors are facing 
their watery graves. 

They arc learning first-hand 
why submarine duty is commonly 
known as “coffin service." 

For, although they may not be 
doomed - indeed, rescue efforts 
!‘wcre afoot Monday night - the 
crew of the nuclear submarine 
Kurik ean only hoj« for a miracle. 

We have seen this kind of lifcKir- 
death underwater drama before, 
mostly iri Hollywood adventures, 
like “Red October" and “U-S71." 
But real life, os described by naval 
expert.s Monday who ima^ned tlte 


fate of tliesc Russian sailors, is far 
grimmer. 

“Air is their primary ettneem." 
.said Buh Jamieson, a Fliiludclphia 
naval architect who has engi- 
neered deep-sea rescue vehicles. 

Modern submarines generate 
their own supplies, by removing 
oxygen from seawater through 
electrolysis. If ihot equipment 
was damaged in the collision, 
they could suffocate in two or 
three days. 

“But carbon dioxide is their big- 
ger problem,” Jamieson added. 
Their air supply may become pol- 
.sbnous if they ore unable to elimi- 
nate the carbon dioxide they 
exhale. 

Meanwhile, the soaked and 
weary crew is probably freezing 
in Arctic Circle \vaters that have 
flooded into their cabias. 

Some members are likely 
already dead - drowned as cham- 


bers filled with water following 
the collision that was reporiutl 
Moiidiiy. 

Olliers are probably injured, 
thrown sharply against hard- 
mctal surfaces as titc sub plunged 
and crashed to the ocean floor. 
Tlic vessel is rejMirtedly pitched 
at 60 degrees - nearly on its si tie. 

Tlicy know they are ttx) deep to 
swim to the surface. If they tried, 
tltey’d either freeze or succumb to 
the body-wrenching pain of the 
“bends.” 

Htcy are trapped. Yet. proh.i- 
bly, they arc not panicked. 

Submariners are known ns a 
special breed, able to .survive in 
criimpoil, uncomfortable quarters 
for months. Thou^i much of the 
economically strapped Russian 
military is woefully under- 
trained, the best of its submarine 
forces ore thougiit to be e<|ual to 
those of the United Slates.

"This is definitely something 
our administration is open to," 
said Chris Marselle, Life Flight 
director for Saint Alphonsus. 
"We are very pleased." 

Many people in the Magic 
Valley were upset when the 
board dedded to switch because 
Life Flight has done a good job, 
she said. 

Approval of the Access Air 
agreement depended on econom- 
ic projections done before the 
board switched providers, 
Schultz said. But the projections 
were based on a false assump- 
tion. 

“The primary assumption was 
that Life Flight would no longer 
be operating in the area after a 
couple years," Schultz said. “It 
became apparent that Saint 
Alphonsus wasn’t going to exit 
the market anytime in the short 
term." 

And Life Flight, which is pow 
the primary air ambulance 
provider in the Magic Valley, has 
no intention of leaving the area, 
Sdhultz said. Competition 
botween the two air ambulance 
service would increase the cost 
to Magic Valley Regional, he 
said. 

Instead of a monopoly on air 
ambulance service, Access Air 
would have competed with Life 
Flight, meaning fewer flights and 
less revenue, Schultz said. 

Revised financial projections. 


accounting for two competitors, 
show that Magic Volley Regional 
could lose about $226,000 over 
the next five years with the St. 
Luke’s agreement, instead of 
making about $1.7 million as the 
original plans showed, Schultz 
said. 

Acccs-s Air wouldn’t have start- 
ed service until a final agree- 
ment was reached, he said. 

But Hutchens said the finan- 
cial analysis is not exact. . 

“I don't know if they under- 
stand that two healthy dudl ' 
providers will work well in the 
Ma^c Valley," Hutchens said. 

Air Access and Life Flight both 
operate in Boise. 

“Both services are very busy, 
and service has been better wi^i 
two providers," Hutchens said. 
“The Magic Valley could benefit 
in the same manner.” 

Magic Valley Rcgionol has two 
options for air ambulance ser- 
vice, Schultz said. 

“We can do nothing and let 
Life Flight operate in the valley, 
or wc can partner with a 
provider,” he said. “If wc still 
want to partner, Life Flight is the 
logical choice." 

The options will be discussed 
at the next hos pital board meet- 
ing: 

The hospital board decided to 
switch to Access Air to expand 
the hospital’s presence in Elko 
County, Ncv., Schultz has said.

“The minimum bill for a cus- 
tomer runs in the $27 to $33 per 
month range, depending on the 
volume of water you use,” Evans 
said. 

Residents can expect to see 
changes in their water and sewer 
bills Oa. 1. - the start of the new 
budget year. Property tax rate 
increases- will be seen in 
December. 

‘ The property tax and water 
and sewer rates reflea on overall 
budget increase this coming year. 

The d^’s $26.6 million 200001 
budget is more than 2 percent 
higher than the 1999-(X) budget of

Federal official wanrofhealtlr 
risks with asbestos insulation 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Insulation that wss produced 
from a W.R. Grace & Co. mine in 
Montana is a danger to workers or 
homeowners who handle it 
because of the asbestos it con- 
tains, federal health officials say. 

The Public Health Service has 
asked the National Institute of 
Occupational Safety and Health 
to “look into the current worker 
exposures that may be dealing 
with these products and issue an 
alert if need be,” Aubrey K. 
Miller, an official in the health 
service's Denver region, said 
Monday. 

Testing of Zonolitc-brand insu- 
lation, along with Grace internal 
documents, shows that “even min- 
imal handling by workers or resi- 


dents poses a substantial health 
risk," the health service said in a 
recent memorandum to NIOSH. 

The risk to homeowners would 
be small if they leave the insula- 
tion alone, said the memo’s 
author, Hugh Sloan, an assistant 
surgeon general. 

“My sense is that homeowners 
themselves, if that remains undis- 
turbed, shouldn’t have any 
worry," Slo<m said. 

Recent studies show that even 
casual handling of the insulation 
can expose workers or homeown- 
ers to 150 times the asbestos level 
cimsidcrcd safe under federal reg- 
ulations, according to the memo. 

The Seattle Post-IntcUigcncer 
first reported on the memo 
Monday.

Superstores present space dilemma

COLUMBIA, S.C. - Business is 
booming along U.S. 1 in West 
Columbia - and retail chains 
have the empty buildings to 
prove it. 

Across $outh Carolina and 
nationwide, the same trend is 
playing oiir as retailers leave 
smaller stores to build bigger 
ones jast down the street. 

Lch behind arc stores thot 
sometimes are no more than a 
decade old. 

The larger-than-life checkers 
game results from a changing' 
retail market that emphasizes 
warehouse'Style-"supercenters,”- 
which often arc more profitable 
than smaller stores. 

Instead of expanding at their 
current locations, retailers say 
it's often cheaper and easier to 
build larger stores, some bigger 
than football Helds. 

But planners say the vacant 
stores contribute to urban blight. 
At the samc'timc, the stores that 


replace them chew up more 
vacant land and add to urban 
sprawl, planner Michael Criss 
said. 

‘‘Absolutely it’s a problem,’’ 
said Criss, president of the S.C. 
chapter of the American 
Planning Association. "It’s a 
form of commercial sprawl. 
Moving across the street and 
paving over another acre of land 
is precluding some other land 
use." 

Planners say economic incen- 
tives and louder land-use laws 
could produce better results. 
They point to communities that 
have succeeded in getting retail- 
ers to U-sc older, sometimes his- 
toric, buildings to expand. 

In the Midlands, large retail 
chains have vacated or plan:to 
leave at least 10 stores they built 
or renovated in the late 1980s for 
bigger ones nearby. 

Those chains include Wal- 
Mart. Lowe’s, Circuit City. 
Michael’s and Target. 

For instance. Lowe’s, the 


national home improvement 
chain, has sold products from 
three storc.s in a (wo-mile area uf 
West Columbia since 1992. 

The chain opened a U.S. I 
store about eight years ago to 
replace a store just aruuntl the 
comer on Watliiig Road. 

Five years after moving in. 
Lowe’s built a iliird store directly 
across U.S. 1. The 134,000- 
s({uare-foot store was twice the 
size of tile one if replaced. 

CleiiiMin University planning 
professor 'lerry Farris said the 
moves are not sunirising. 

"Reiailiitg is a fast-changing 
business," said Farris, a former 
develofmiem consultum fnmiliiir 
with the trend. "Companies eval- 
uate the market, look at their 
prototyiH: stores, and as the mar- 
ket expands, they ctmtiude tluit 
it’s in ilicir l>csi financial interest 
to have a new store to create 
more revenue.” 

Retailers say many of their 
stores - simple, oiy-story struc- 
tures. made primarily of con- 


crete block and siding - weren't 
intended for major renovations. 

"Most of mir stores are not 
expandahle from an architectur- 
al standpoint," Lowe’s 
spokesman Brian Peace said. 

Developers were reluctant to 
say how much cheaper it is to 
build rather than to renovate. 
But in one case, the National 
Trust for Histone Preservation 
put the savings at up to $20 a 
stpiare foot. 

That can mean liig savings to 
developers - in some instances 
SI million to S2 million. 

When they move to a larger 
site, companies also don't have 
to find land for e.sira parking, 
which local governments would 
require fur a store expansion. 

Weldon Wyatt, an Aiken 
developer who has built dozens 
of Wal-Marts, said there’s often 
"no more land to exjiatui on" at 
older siore.s. 

Wyatt is building a Wal-Mart 
on Two Notch Road in Cultinibla 
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tion assets, this gives us a much broader 
and more diverse market presc-nce in the

These stores are expected to 


generate S15 billion or more in 
annual sales by 2010, the compa- 
ny said in March. Some stores 
would be double the size of 
existing Targets. 

“With plans for at least 200 
SuperTarget locations within the 
next 10 years, we believe this 
strategy will g enerate profitab le' 
growth for many years to come,” 
wrote Bob Ulrich, Target’s chief 
executive.

The general rule of thumb in 
retailing circles is that a store 
must be updated every five to 10 
years, said Michael Bcyard, a 
planner with the Urban Land 
Institute in Washington.

estingly, the combatants seem agreed on 
the terms of engagement. 

Gore is lietting that Americans will 
embrace the status quo, while Busli 
- -iliinks he can sell his brand of change. 

The contrasts emerge dearly (hrou^i die_ 
candidates’ respective budget plans. 

There are, of course, other issues: 
schools, gun control, the Supreme Court. 
But a president’s inBucncc on these is 
modc.st. No president can easily improve 
education, which depends mainly on par- 
ents, teachers and local school boards. 

Wc can regulate guns more or less, but 
violence (which is what people want to 
stop) is harder to control As for the 
court, a president’s impact is chancy; it 
rises the number of vacandes and 
falls with the tendency of new justices to 
.surprise the presidents who nominate 
them. 

Die budget, absorbing a fifth of the 
national income, is different. The way a • 
president articulates Ids priorities can 
set the agenda and tone of national 

debate. \Vith today’s polidcs, budget 

surpluses will total about S4.5 trillion 
from 2001 through 2010, projects Uie ' 
Congressional Budget Office. Here's how 
each campaign envisions using the sur- 
pluses (all budget figures are for the 
decade ending in 2010);

GORE: He’d devote about $2,8 trillion 
of the surpluses to repaying die publidy 
held federal debt, which was $3.6 trillion 
in 1999. He’d cut taxes by $500 billion 
’and raise spending by about $900 billion.

$100 billion to expand Social Security 
benefits for widows; a Medicare prescrip- 
lion-drug benefit, costing $338 billion 
according to CBO; another $140 billion 
for health care, mainly to expand insur- 
ance for the uninsured; $1 J5 billion for 
education; $120 biUion for Uie environ- 
ment; $50 billion for defense; and $50 bil- 
lion for a grab bag of programs. His 
■ biggest tax propo^ would provide tax 
credits for contributions to retirement 
savings accounts. 

BUSH: His income-tax cut would cost 
$1.3 trillion. Personal retirement 
accounts under Sodal Security, a concept 
that Bush has endorsed in principle, 
could cost $700 billion in the first decade. 
Defense gets $45 billion for salaries and 
research; but this mi^t simply be a down 
payment once Bush aoes a “strategic 
review.” There’s $97 billion for health 
care - mainly for the uninsured - and $26 
billion for education. Other programs 
(the environment, crime) get about $54 
billion. New spending tot^ about $222 
billion. However, Bu^ assumes he can 
save almost $200 billion by eliminating 
- ineffidendes. If so, he’d have about $2 - - 
trillion left for debt reduaion. (Both Bush 
and Gore would face hidter interest costs 
than under the CBO’s “baseline” projec- 
tion - pcrluips $300 billion for Gore, $500 
billion for Bush.)

jections are iffy, and each campaign's 
numbers arc probably self-serving. 
Despite these uncertainties, the budget 
figures are still revealing. By my lights, 
eadi program has pluses and minuses. 
Gore’s strong point is his emphasis on 
reducing the federal debt. Interest pay- 
ments represent 13 percent of federal 
spending. The lower they go, the easier it 
will be to afford the retirement of the 
baby boomers. Bush’s tax cut strikes me 
ns too big and too soon. A tax cut may 
someday be needed (if there’s a reces- 
sion) or justified (if surphiws grow). It’s 
just not now. 

Bush's appeal is he might break tlie 
stalemate on retirement programs.lt isn’t 
enougli to reduce the federal debt.

A juvenile court judge sen- 
tenced Archie Biegler, 16, to 450 
days in a detention center, with 
380 days suspended, credit for 50 
days oheady served and a 20-day 
dlsavtionary sentence. 

Magistrate Judge John Varin 
also sentenced Biegler to two 
years’ probation and 30 hours of 
community service in Lincoln 
County. Varin ordered Bicker to 
pay restitution to theft victuns, to 
seek employment and to stay 
under semi-supervised house 
arrest. Biegler had been under 
24-hour supervision and was 
forced to wear an ankle monitor, 
bu^arin. ordered the monitor 
remwed Monday. 

Under 1^ probation, Biegler is 
eocpected ^o continue his educa- 
tion and maintain good grades, 
but Varin ordered him to have no 
further contact with Richfield 
schools or students. 

In a short statement before sen- 
tencing Biegler said he thought 
his actions were wrong, and said 
many people bad been hurt or 
made tmcomfortable.

A trial for Stewart, also 
charged with Biegler in connec- 
tion with the then of two World 
War n Japanese military rifles, 
was set to begin Monday. But 
Stewart pleaded guilty early 
Monday to grand theft and bur- 
glary charges, and will be sen- 
tenced Sept. U^aid Lincoln 
County ProsecutorEr^conPaul.

1 GOODING - The facilitator of the 
r Gooding County HealthNet Coalition set

• “We’re really c.xdted about it because 
we've got some student, committees that 
wiU help out. We want*® make it a con- 
ference for the youth and explore issues 
like self-esteem, leadership and fami- 
lies," Sarah Skaar s:iid. 

The youth week, along with the recent 
Drama Camp 2000, are examples of how 
and what the coalition is nil about. The 
group works under the larger umbrella 


of HealthNet, made up of local husincss- 
es, law enforcement, school hoards and 
hospital representatives and residents. 
The coalition works within tho communi- 
ty and at the sc1uk)I, family and individ- 
ual level to help young people learn how 
to make positive decisions. It sponsors 
activities or lends a financial hand to 
other youth-oriented organizations or 
programs. 

This year, the group worked with a 
$15,000 budget provided hy the Regional 
Substance Abu.se Authority and the 
Idaho Department of Juvenile 
Corrections. 

Skaar said a portion of the money was 
used as grants to local organizations try- 


ing to expand or start up new youth- 
related programs. Those benefiting 
included the Gooding Elementary School 
Companion Program, a summertime pro- 
gram and Wendell’s New Life 
Community Church to send a group of 
boys on a supervised retreat. 

Skaar said (he coalition also put 
money aside as scholarships so young 
people can pursue creative outlets previ- 
ously out of financial reach. 

“For instance, one girl applied for 
funds to help her with writing lessons 
because it was an interest she’d always 
had and (he le.ssons were real expensive. 
Another girl is taking six months of 
dance lessons," Skaar said. “The intent 


was if a child had a specific interest of 
their own, this was a way to make it pos- 
.sible for them to explord it on an individ- 
ual basis.” 

The Drama Camp, which took about 
$.5,000 10 produce, was an outgrowth of 
years of research ami student siirx'eys. 

"The need for more theater arts was 
reiterated over and over again hy the 
students," Skaar said. 

Along with learning about theater, the 
students learned other lessons, Skaar 
said.

Technology could 
be a dream come —

Digital subscriber line technolo- 
gy, one of the mudt vaunted solu- 
tions to the World Wide Wait, can 
be a dream come true for con* 
..sumers craving faster ways to surf 
the Internet. 

Intricate Web pages pop up on 
home computer screcas in seconds 
— rBther-than-minutesrAmd-DSfc— 
offers^ sturdier Internet connee* 
tion that is on 24*7. No dial up Is 
required. 

Bell Atlantic, whose DSL service 
is also being resold by Intemei ser* 
vice providers, said recently that it 
has l>ecn deluged with rutiiie.sis for 
hookups. 

But for all the interest and 
poteiitiiil l)cncfiLs, DSL is nut prob- 
lem free. The technology, intro- 
duced about t^vo years ago around 
the country, still has a lot of bugs. 
And the regional Bell companies - 
currently the primary providers of 
the service - have hud trouble 
depluj^ng DSL as an alternative to 
rival high-speed cable modems. 

Some customers who have 
signed up for Bell Atlantic’s DSL 
service, whidi costs a mirumum of 
S49 per month, have complained 
of service outages, even termina- 
tions. 

Essentially, DSL technology 
expands the capacity of ordinary 
phone lines, so that voice and data 
can be transmitted on a single cop- 
per wire. 

DSL splits the phone line into 
two virtual segmenLs - one for reg- 
ular telephone traffic, primarily 
voice and fax; the other for 
Internet data transmission - so 
tliat many services can mn at once 
without interfering with each 
other. 

To be eligible for DSL service, 
customers must live within three 
miles of one of the phone compa- 
ny’s central switching offices,

During the 199699 school year, 57 percent of Idaho State's 
undergraduate students were women. By contrast, about 41 per- 
cent of the university’s student athletes this year arc women. 

The athletic department’s preliminary gender-equity plan mll< 
for the addition of six new women’s teams over the next nine years. - 

Six new programs would bring the total number of women's 
sports to 14, while men’s athletics would hold steady at seven.
